REMARKS... -—— 


[J On 20 January 1952, the visibility at A1t Loennewitz airfield was limited to about 


[ ] 3, Betweon 5 and 1) January, [eereerres southern edge of the ficld was 
surrounded by a board fence which was aboul 2 meters hich and vointed at its top. (3) 
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650 neters, there were rain and snow showers. Four jet aircraft and one jet engine 
were seen in front of the closed hangarss There was no flying. “Incst all the 
windows of the barracks buildings in the northwestern corner of the field were 
lighted at night. According to residents from Falkenherg, about 1,)03 men were 
allecedly stationed at the field.

®, A radio instal’ation with four masts, and a small wooden cabin in the center was 
observed cast of the field about 100 meters from the landing field, the radio 
installation was occupied by five Soviet Air orce soldiers, Between this installation 
and the runuay there were. eight masts which were meters high and several meters 
apart.

There was no fence alon: the western boundary. *ho ficld was eceuried by a vovict 
mit, estimated at 350 son who wore blue opaulets, ost of tre soldiers wore -:ar 
decorations. A wnit of an estimated 120 nen, equipsed mith moter vehicles and 
norsedraym vehicles, was also stationed at the field. +hese soldiers had closo~eran sed 
hair, According to previous observations, the field was occupied by an cstimated 18 
mid-wing monovclanes with sweoteback wings. Thres transoorts and Lo hishewing courior 
plane were also stationed there. Practice flights were made. betweon 9 aeMe and 3 Me 
in good weather onlye tefore the daily flying activity started, threo radio trucks 
apoeared, the aircraft were refueled from a tank truck on the disversal erea in front 
of the hanrars. Almost every tenth day, the clanes took off for firing practice over 
she wo ded area near lelgern (N 52/B 73). It apovared that tank anc motor vehicle 
decoys were located there because it was repeatedly ol served that decoy targets were
